1. I, Cynthia Sherwood, am a Technology Development Coordinator for the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention (hereinafter "the CDC") Technology Transfer Office (TTO) in 
Atlanta, Georgia, a part of the Government of the United States of America which is the 
Assignee of the above-referenced patent. Prior to beginning work at the CDC in 2002, 1 had 
been a paralegal since November 1987 at the Department of Justice in the U.S. Attorney's office 
in Atlanta, Ga., where I specialized in criminal matters.
